France. 

LONDON, September 3.—A Paris corre- 
pondent of the Times savs the elections were 
undoubtedly hurried in the belief that Large 
reinforcements would be shortiy sent to 
Africa, and no sooner are the elections over 
than preparations for the dispatch of troops 
to Africa are apparent in all directions, al- 
though according to the caleilations in 
an opposition paper fifty-nine  battal- 
ions, each 500 Strong, are already 
there being one sixth of the peace, effective 
footing. No>ody disputes however the 
necessity of these Feinforcements. The 
Bey bas Jost all authority over the tribes and 
bis soldiers. Europeans dare not stir out of 
the coast towns, and the cry of all the unofli- 
cial telegrams is for more troops. A _ milli- 
tary newspaper asserts that the ambulances 
are crowded and typhoid fever is raging. One 
battalion which was 605 strong in July is now 
reduced to 440. An equipage train has tif- 
teen dead and twenty-tive sick out of a hun- 
dred men, and the mortality in some regi- 
ments is 148 out of 1,000. It is evident 
France will have to subjugate Tunis inch by 
inch. Persons acquainted with the country 
allow three years forthis operation. It is 
certain after four months of occupation that 
French authority is now at its lowest point. 
In Algeria also the prospect is discouraging. 


Tunis. 

PARIS, September 3.—A correspondent at 
Tunis, who personally visited the scene of 
hostilities, shows that Gen. Correard was 
really compelled to retreat because he was 


surrounded by Arabs and feared that his 
whole party would be cut off, as they were 
running shortof ammunition. During the 
retreat Gen. Correard was perpetually at- 
tacked by swarms of Arabs, who were for- 
tunately under no regular organization, or 
they might have caused a serious 
disaster. Another Freneh column 
which is near Zaghouan isin a critical posi- 
tion, as the Arabs, elated bv their suc- 
cesS against (ieneral Correard, are sur:

The Work-house is Approaching a Self- 
Sustaining Basis. 


Supt. Kunz is getting up a little surpr’se 
at the Work-house, and the Mayor is aiding 
and abetting the same. That institution. has 
been a good deal of a drag on the municipal 
exchequer in vears past, and deficit between 
revenue and expense account has had to be 


met. One year, under Groffman’s superin- 
tendence, the Work-house was self-sustain- 
ing, and there was. shown a surplus 
of $250 or thereabouts on hand. But 
Groffman’s system provoked so much 
comment thatit was deemed best to dispense 
with him even at the risk of the balance get- 
ting on the wrong side of the ledger agiin. 
It has been Superintendent Kunz’s pet no- 
tion that be could do as well as Groffman did 
on a different system, and he has laid awake 
nights thinking where he gould reduce the 
expenses and increase the receipts without 
sacrificing the consideration to which 
ven his depraved charges are 
entitled. The Superintendent has directed 
his efforts chiefly toiucreasing the revenue, 
baving gotthe costly living down about as 
low «us is possible, and he begins with the 
wav to suceess if he can keepupthe relation 
between income and outlay sustained during 
the pastfour months. To put it briefly and 
plainly,Kunz is getting more work out of the 
Work-bouse couvicts than was ever done 
before, and he aecomplishes this by a 
scale of rewards.

Carbonic Acid Gas from Cemeteries. 
From the Popular Science Monthly. 

The decomposition of bodies in the earth i- 
areal organic combination; its products are 
quite well known. The principal and most 
abundant of them is carbonic acid, a substance 
that is generated by the slow combustion of 
the carbon contained in all organic matter, 
vegetable or animal, whether it bea blade of 
crass, a leaf, wood, manure or a dead body. 
It may be disengaged from the soil in ceme- 
teries, and most hvvienists have till now con- 
sidered it one of the principal causes of their 
insalubritv. Thisis amistake. Wehaveona 
recent special o¢casion made an approximate 
calculation of the maximum quantity of car- 
bonic acid that can be produced in the ceme- 
teries of JVParis. The results of these 
calculations, which are based upon numerous 
weighings of corpses made in several hos- 
pitals and on the most authentic data 
of the ecbemical composition of the 
human body, show that this quantity 
is infinitely less considerable than has been 
supposed. Theitotal weight of the bodies 
consigned each year to the cemeteriesin Paris 
Is 1,589,000 kilogrammes (5,472,500 pounds). 
If all their carbon were transformed (which 
is not the case) and disengaged as carbonic 
acid gas, thev would furnish 1,257,000 kilo- 
grammes (5,142,000 pounds) of that gas in 
live years. Now, according to the calcula- 
tions of M.Bouissingault,we may estimate the 
quantity of carbonic acid produced in Paris 
by the respiration of men and animals 
andthe different processes of combustion, 
at 18,000,000 kilogrammes (or 45,000,000 
pounds) in 24 hours. The combustion 
of illuminating gas alone in Paris (2,815,875 
cubic metres) produced last vear a quantity 
of carbonic acid 5,500 times more consider- 
able than allthe dead buried in the cemete- 
ries during five years could give at the maxi- 
mum rate of exhalation. The Grand Opera- 
house alone gives cut every year thirteen 
time more carbonic acid for its gaslights than 
could be disengaved from all the cemeteries 
put together, eventi all their, carbon were 
converted into gas,

The Bloody Deed of a Chicago Lunatic 
—Kive Men Shot.

The bloodiest deed that has ever been com- 
mitted in Chicago was at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing perpetrated by a madman named Thomas 
C. Neal in Jess time than it takes to chronicle 
it, five men falling victims to his terrible 
insanity, if such it proves to be. The facts of 
the awful tragedy, as near as can be learnea 
at this late hour, are these: About midnight 
Neal went to bed with a man named David 
Fagin in Peterson’s lodging house, at No. 363 
South Clark street, two doors,south of Harvi- 
son street. Neither of th: men had met each 
other, and, as they retired at different times, 
Fagin took no particular notice of his bed- 
fellow, takingit for granted that he was all 
right, in view of the fact that he conducted 
bimself in an orderly manner. <A_ few 
minutes before 1 o’clock, Fagin savs his com- 
panion iNeal:awoke him bya terrific yell, 
andcriedto him: ‘*Get up, get up and help 
re to protect my wife and children.’’ Fagin 
replied: “Yes, yes, Ll’ll come,’’ but before ne 
could move Neal placed a revolver against his 
left cheek and fired. He then ran out of the 
room in which they were sleeping, located on 
the third floorin the rear, and continued the 
commission§g of bloody deeds] the equal of 
which the city bas never known. 

Near the, head ofthe stairway leading to 
Clark stree&the maniac came upon William 
Springcord, a man about fifty-seven veuars of 
age, who for several months has occupied the 
position of night watchman and elerk atthe 
house, and catching bim by the shoulder 
with his left hand, heturned him around, 
and placing the muzzle of the pistol against 
bis back, directly between the shoulder- 
blades, he fired. The old man fell! heavily to 
the floor, and the madman fairly fell down to 
the street'below. Heturned north on Clark 
street, and when near Harrison he spieda 
company of colored men talking together. 
He rushed up to one named William Johnson, 
residing at 304South Clark street, and placing 
the pistol to his left breast while he firmly 
grasped him with his left onand, be blazed 
away, and another victim Iay prostrate in 
the street, while his companions were struck 
‘umb. 

With a terrible veli’ he turned his course 
and fled with almost ligbtning speed down 
Clark street to Polk. Alony the street were 
a few deople who wondered at his flight, but 
who were not molested. Ie turned west on 
Polk street and went as far west as the Rock 
Island freight-house. Tiere he paused, and 
rushing uptothe door he uttemptec& toen- 
ter. Seated on the stoop were Thomas Flynn, 
a flagman in the employ of the company, and 
the night clerk, a young man named Wolf, 
and they arrested his progie-s. He demand- 
ed admittance to the building, bit being 
again denied, he drew the revolver from his 
pocket and fired two shots, the last in the 
weapon, one tuking effect upon each of the 
men. Hethben turned torun, but was eo%n- 
fronted bv Oflicer Boolt, who comm inded 
himtostop. Inreply the demon presented 
his revolver and made three unsuccessful ef- 
fortsto perforate the oflicer,and hid the 
weapon's chambers not beenempty he would 
undoubtedly bave added another to the long 
list of victims. The officer succeeded in 
wresting the weapon from him, but not until] 
he had fired three shots from his own revoly- 
er, one of which took slight effect in the back 
of the devil’s neck. tle mace terrible resist- 
ance, but was finally landed in a cellatthe 
wwe where a reporter of the Times saw 

1i1n. 

Ife is a man of perhaps twenty-five years of 
age, dark complexion, a little above the me- 
dium height, and while not particularly 
bright looking, he does not look like a desper- 
ate character. There ts little doubt that he is 
daft; no sane man would have committed the 
decd. Inreply toa question he said that he 
used to be in the grocery business, but re- 
centiy he bad worked in an engine manufac- 
tory, but he was so badly mixed that he could 
not give an intelligent reply to any questions. 
He had bled quite profusely from the wound 
in his head (but it is not serious) and hisap- 
parel was badly disarranged. He attributed 
the whole affair to a row which he heard a lot 
of “niggers” making down on the street, but 
just what the direct connection there was be- 
tween the row and the shooting he could not 
explain. He said very earnestly andina low 
voice: “They’re all dead; but you ean fix 
thut so they won’t baye to shoot me, can’t 
you? Yousee you can say they came up 
there and we hadto killthem. They’re,all 
dead, of course. I just put it right against 
them, and they can’t live.” 

While he was talking the officers arrived 
and carried him off to the Rock Island Depot 
to have himidentifiea by the two men who 
were shot there. 

The police say he has been about town for a 
long time, and has always been known as a 
‘‘crank,’? but he was never violent before. 
Whether he had been drinking hard during 
the day is unknown. 

The wounded men were all seriously, most 
of them dangerously injured. 

Facin’s wound is perhaps the least danger- 
ous of all, but it is very painful. Dr. Snigiey, 
of No. 361 State street, cut the bullet out just 
under the left ear. The wound is an ugly 
one, but if properly attended to will not give 
him much trouble. 

Springoord, the watchman’s, wound is a 
vely dangerous one, and there is every like- 
lihood that he will die. The doctor probed 


; 


for the bullet, but did not sncceed in findin 
it. He was removed tothe County Hospi 
for treatment. 

The negro Henry Jobnson’s wound is di- 
rectly over the heart, and what the result 
will be cannot be divined at this. writing. 
He wastaken to his home for: treatment. 
Thomas Flynn is flagman at the Polk street 
crossing and resides at No. 194 Brown street, 
where he was taken at 2:30 this morning. 
Wolffis night clerk and watchman at the 
Rock Island out-freight house, at the corner 
of Polk and Sherman streets, and in the door 
of which both men were shot. Fiyan 
was shot in the groin, while Wolff was shot 
in the left breast and right arm. The story of 
both men a8 tothe manner of the shooting 18 
identical. They state that they heard loud 
cries proceeding from the direction of Polk 
street and Pacific avenue. They started to go 
out, and when they reached the door of the 
office in the north end of the freight hou-e 
and directly west of the railroad tracks on 
the south side of Polk street they saw a man 
proceeding toward them ata rapid rate and 
erting, “Save me, save me?” Lead- 
ing to the door of the office is a stuirway from 
the east and west of perhaps four feet in 
height. ‘The man on coming to a line of the 
dour immediately retreated his steps a 
few feet and made a bolt to ascend the east 
stairway. Flynn, who was standing next to 
the man, endeavored to prevent him from as- 
cernding, but with a sudden movement the 
man whipped out a revolver from his - parts 
pocket, and, aiming it at Flynn, tired, the b ul 
striking Wolff; a second shot fired almost 
simultaneously struck Wolff in the arm, and 
a third Jodged in Flynn’s groin. By thistime 
the cflicers had surrounded the assassin. It 
is not supposed that the wound of either of 
these men will prove fatal, though both are 
painfully disabled. : 

At 2:50 o'clock Johuson _was removed to 
the county hespital. Springcerd was also re- 
moved to that institution afew minutes-later, 
while Fagin was moving around as comfort- 
ably as aman could be expected to do who 
had bis face perfvrated in the manner de- 
scribed. 


The man who did the shooting wis a piti- 


able sigbt as he paced the floor of his eelt in 
the armory. He seemed ignorant of the 
great injury he bad managed to work, and 
histalk was simpiy bevond comprehension.

A Pair of Historical Drum Sticks. 
From the Niles (Mich.) Mirror. 

Col. Morrow has a great curiosity in the 
shape of a couple of drum-sticks whieh have 
a unique and wonderful history. They were 
found by the side of a dead British drummer 
at the battle of Saratoga, in 1777. They were 
landed over to a drummer in the Contineut- 
al Army,by whom they were used during the 
remainder of the Revolutionary war. A son of 
the American owner was a drummer in the 
War of ISI2, and was with General Jackson on 
the memorable &:h day of January, 1815, 
when the British under Packenham sustained 
their terrible defeat at New Orleans. These 
drum-sticks beat **The Americans to Arms,” 
und were used to express the joy of the vic- 
tors after the battle was over. <A grandson 
was a drummer in Scott’s army, inithe battles 
before the city of Mexico, and these sticks 
were used at the head of the column which 
made its triumphal entry intothe city. A great 
crandson was a drummee in the 
Twenty-fourth Michigan Infantry, of 
Which Col. Morrow was __ the 
( olone}, and these drum-sticks were used in 
the great war of the rebellion until 1864, when 
they came into the possession of their pres- 
ent owner. They were in the handsof a 
Michigan drummer atthe head of the fam- 
ous Iron Brigade, composed of Michig in, In- 
diana and Wisconsin troops, in the grand re- 
View in Washington at the close of the war. 
Vhey have played a wonderful part in the 
history of the Unitea States. They have 
sounded the reveiile and retreat for four 
generations of American soldiers. Thev are 
older than the present Government. What was 
their bistory in the British army we have no 
means Of knowing. They may have been with 
Marlborough at Blenheim, or it is possible 
they sounded the death knell of the preten- 
sions of Prince Charles Edward tothe throne 
of Engiand on the fatal tield of Culloden, 
One of these sticks is made of camwood. the 
other is of mahogany. These old drum-sticks 
will be placed ia the hands of brave William 

sullard, one of the heroes of the rebellion, 
and be used at the reunion of soldiers and 
sailors of Southwestern Michigan, at Bu- 
chapan, on the 25th inst. It ought not to be 
diflicult forthe old soldiers to keep step 
when the music of the Union is beaten by a 
pair of drum-sticks which have come down 
tous from Burgoyne’s defeat more than 10 
years ago.

Judge Henry vs. Judge Laughlin. 

Judge John W. Henry, of the Supreme 
Court, is stopping attheSouthern. A POsT- 
DISPATCH reporter met him and asked him 
bis opinion of Judge Laughlin’s strictures 
upon the Supreme Court, published a couple 
of days ago. Judge Henry referred to Judge 
Laughlin’s statement in a very forcible 
manner, characterizing it as “‘unworthy ofa 
gentleman of his (Laughlin’s) standing.’ 
He seemed very much surprised and not 
alittle annoyed. ‘*Why,” saidJudge Henry, 
‘*Judge Laughlin’s statement that the. 
Supreme Court has substantially declared 
that the idea of mental excitement at the time 
of committing the killing is inconsistent with 
the deliberation which makes the crime that 
of murder in the first degree is a perversion 
of language so gross that nothing worse can 
be imagined. The Suvreme Court has never 
announced such a doctrine. In fact, the op- 
posite has been often stated by that bench.” 

“Judge Laughlin says thatthe common 
belief in this state is coming to be that people 
are not to be hanged for murder.”’ 

‘‘| will venture to say,” replied Judge 
Henry, ‘“‘thatmore murderers have been 
hanged under judicial sentence in this State 
for thelast five years than in any State in the 
Union.”? The Judge deplored the law’s de- 
lays, Which, he said, Were in many cases un- 
avoidable, but said thatthe Supreme Court 
never neglected to take any step that would 
answer the ends of justice.

3 “a Sections of the City With Unusual 
| Names. 


A Veracious Chronicle of the Origin of 
Kerry Patch, Vinegar Hill and 
Other Historical Spots. 


In every large city there are localities 
bearing distinctive names that sdmetimes 
contain suggestions of the character of the 
inhabitants of the section, or in other ways 
teflect some peculiarity. ‘A quarter inhabit- 
ed altogether by negroes naturally comes to 
be called *“*Bucktown.’’ Such is the sobri- 
'_quet applied to a settlement of colored peo- 
ple out near Compton Hill. The lower part 
of St. Louis bas for years been called French- 
town because it was originally peopled by 
veoyageurs. Nowthe population is German, 
ten to one, but it is always called French- 
town. The presence of many German citi- 
zens in extreme North St. Louis has 
earned for that locality the name 
of Bremen. But of all the renowned local- 
ities thosebest known are “Vinegar Iill’’ 
and.

Afterthe war this locality, 
which had filled up quite rapidly, gained 
quite an unenviable notoricty as the home 
and loitering-place of a number of returned 
soldiers $§owho_ had their jackets 
filled witb monev and their 
bearts imbued with mischief. They formed 
the old Modoe Club, and a wild set they were. 
To this day Jegends of their wild bacvhanalian 
pranbks are told. They were thorns in the side 
of the police, and other localities showed no 
disposition to interfere with them in their’ 
amusements. But things gradually changed. 
The young men began to marry and settle 
down. Vinegar Hill is to-day noted for iis 
men -and boys, intéligent, worthy aud 
quiet, but when crussed they generally 
turn 20 soup on top.

The Weapon for Which the Aver- 
age Colored Citizen Has 
a Fondness, 


Negro Men and Women Alike Armed 
With Keen-Edged Chin- — 
Mowers.

The negro displays queer taste in bis choice 
of a deadly weapon. He takes as fondly toa 
razor as he does toa watermelon or a fisi’s 
head, and has a decided propensity to put 
any one of these articles to the best possible 
use on the very slightest provoca- 
tion. The average Ethiopian is ‘0 
closely identified with the keen-edged 


shaving tool that he may be described, aftr 


the style of Gilbert, to the music that Sulli- 
van has snatched bald-headed from avery fa- 
miliar Irish air, as 


‘« A bold, bad African, 
Arazor-wielding man, 
A eut ’em and slash ’em, 
Hack ’em and hash ’em, 
Cawve you deep biack man.’’ 


It ishard to say how or when the negro 
first took to the razor; but as far back as the 
first years when he got a foothold on the deck 
of a Mississippi steamboat and gradually be- 
gan to supplant the white roustabout, 
the razor was heard swishing in the air and 
rival suitors for Chloe’s favors or Hannah 
Maria Jane’s hand illustrated each ether with 
cuts ina manner that made the Police G- 
zette as plain and unattractive as a Pres>y- 
terian prayer-hook. Every "woodpile lan!- 
ing along the river froin the highest harbor 
down to New Orleans has its razor story ard 


+ gore. stains, andthere are tales of carvings 


extant. that make the pages of yellow-backed 
novels dull and insipid when the two are 
placed in comparison. The taste for barber’s 
cutlery grew among colored citizens until 
almost every member of the skin-stained race 
from the ojd-gold plush-faced mulatto to 


the darkey whose countenance glistens like a . 


‘patent-leatber sbine” on a No. 18 pair of 
boots, carried a convenient slaughter-house 
outfit in his pocket, and used it to bloody ad- 
vantage every time he caught a fleeting oppor- 
tunity todo so. Razor literature filled the 
ming emote of this section for many of the 
post-bellum years, and the weapon kept grow- 
ipg more and more into favor in the Amer- 
iean Etbiopia. From familiarity with the 
blade and handle of the implement the more 
peaceably disposed colored man naturally fell 
into companionship with the barber-chair, 
the mug of lather and the communicative 
ways of the chin-scraping craft. He became 
a barber and he carried his’ beard- 
mower into an occasional dance-house 
or echureb_ festival, where he some- 
times allowed it to wander out of its 
routine business across some sable siren’s 
windpipe or down the middle of a disputanat’s 
back. Nowadays it makes no difference 
whether a colored man isa chin-scraper or 
has his chin scraped by another, he may gen- 
erally be put down as possessed of the ability 


to “pull a razor” and cut 
int as deep as he cares to 
etitgo. And this notwithstanding the law 


which makes the carrying of a razor an of- 
fense for which a heavy penalty is provided. 
Until about ten years ago the razor was not 
included in the ordinance against concealed 
weapons, and the fact that possession of it 
was not punishable by law probably brought it 
into favor with the colored race, The preva- 
lence cf the weapon in the pockets of 
negroes and the many fatal slashings anid 
cuttings that occurred compelled the old 
City Council to inciude the weapon in the or- 
dinunce, and it has been there ever since. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter made some 


_irqguiries of the police regarding the extent 


to which razor-carrying is practiced in St. 
Louis. At the Chestnut Street 
station Sergeant Brown said they 
had an average of four or tive cases of con- 
cealeu Weapons every week, and about one- 
haif of the Weapons were razors. They were 
f und on negroes, White tramps and pr ofes- 
‘ional thieves. The tramps usuaily carried 
them to shave themselves, and whenerer 
thev gave a satisfactory explanation of the 
presence of the keen cutter in their pocket-, 
they were allowed to depart in peace. The thief 
carries arazor for the purpose. of slitrinz 
open pockets. It is swift, sure and noise- 
less for this purpose. The crook finds a man 
lying on the pavement, or asleep in w door- 
way, or snoring over a table in a beer saloon. 
Ile cautiously sounds his pockets by feelin z 
them on ihe ou side, and, having 
located the victim’s pocketoodk or roll, shits 
the pants or vest as the case may be, and his 
bis plunder ready to pick up without bavinz 
esused the dreamer the slightest annoyang>. 
Negroes, as a rule, are found to wear the 
razor in a hip poeeket, to which they ein 
reach back, catch the weapon by the-handle, 
swirg it open against the back 
of the hand and give it a swingiog sweeep 
against an antagonist’s neck that is or- 
dinarily powerful enough to cut his head off 
as neatly and expeditiously as if the gcuillo- 
tine had done tne work. Almost every negro 
placed under arrest is ‘ound to possess either 
he apa or a pisto], and sometimes thev have 

} . 
Capt. Huebler of the Taird District has the 
principal negro quarter of the town under 
bis supervision. From Franklin and Cass 
avemme andfrom Sixthto Twelfth colored 
people are packed into tenements like 
matches in a box, and from Seventh to: 
Kighteenth, between Morgan and Washing- 
ton avenue, is another densely populated 
negro district. These places are frequent 
scenes of trouble. The razor was heard from 
only the otber day in Clabber alley, and a 
black woman lying dead in the “Morgue 
bore silent testimony to tbe skill of the man 
who manipulated it. Itis often neard of 
there, but 1s not followed by fatal results. 

Capt. Huebler, who has many arrests to re- 
port everv -week, with a fair proportion 
of colored people in the throng, toid 
the POsST-DiISPATCH reporter that one- 
half the weapons found upon prisoners 
were of the genus razor. Colored men and 
colored women too carry them, sharpened to 
the keenness of a biting north wind, and 
working as easily ontheir hinges asif thev 
had been trained and greased to, ‘fly back at a 
second’snotice. White tramps-are occasion- 
ally picked up here, too, who seem to cling 
to their razors after al] other earthly posses- 
sions have slipped out of their grasp.

DOWN IN TEXAS. 


A Glance at Dallas—Railroad Progress 
—The Crop Outlook. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
DALLAS, TEXAS, August 31.—Dallas, the 
commercial metropolis of North Texas, is 
charmingly situated upon the left bank of 
Trinity River, 315 miles from the Gulf of 
Mexico and 784 miles from St. Louis. It had 
a population of 750 in 1872, and has a popula-

THE STOCK OF STAMPS. 


est Time Which was Improy- 
. an by Country Postmasters. 
Three years ago the law which scaled the 


salaries of country postmasters Dy the 
amount of stamps sold was repealed. It 
was in operation only a few years, but long 
enough for people with elastic consciences to 
make a good thing of it. The underlying 
principle was all right. Nothing could be 
fairer onthe face than to pay the keepers of 


the small post-offices compensation propor- 
tionate to tbe amount of business done and 
at firstthought it would seem asif this pro- 
portion could be determined as well +H ve 
stamps sold as in apy other way. 90 tue 
law went into effect and = tine 
country postmasters were authoriz?q td re- 
tain as much asforty, aad in sé6me classes as 
bich as sixty per eeht of the money received 
forstamps. Almost immediately 1t was dis- 
covered What a blunder had been made. [a 
allthe country towns and cross-roads the 
interested postmasters introduced the stamps 
into currensy, even going so far as todis- 
count on their sales to those they could de- 
pendupon. Manufacturers in various lines 
of goodssaw-the opportunity and sent their 
agents through the country selling sewing 
machines and pretty nearly everything else 
in the line of domestic use for postige 
stamps. Subscriptions to newspapers were 
paidin stamps,and in all the large cities 
publisbers found themselves with stamps on 
band to last a century. Establishments send- 
ing out Jarge amounts of mail matter found 
no trouble in getting their stamps at a dis- 
count. 

As an illustration of the extent to ‘which 
advantage was taken of this loopholed postal 
law, reference may be made to the little of- 
lice at Central, in St. Louis county. The post- 
mistress thereis allowed $96 a year, but when 
the incentive to sell stamps was furnished by 
the peculiar act of Congress, Central disposed 
of from $800 to $900 worth of them, making 
the emoluments of the office five times what 
it hau been. This result was seen in four- 
iifths of the oflices to which the law was ap- 
plicable. 

Of course the receipts of the large offices 
where no such allowance was made for the 
sale of stamps fell off rapidly. Naturally, in 
the ordinary course of business, the stamps 
sold should be about even with the stamps 
eanceled. Atthe St. Louis office the de- 
crease of receipts was nuted at once. Ina 
short time the amount represented by gan- 
cellation was $3,000 a week more than the 
amount represented by sales, and when the 
country postmasters were in the midst of 
their harvest it was found that the receipts of 
the St. Louis office were $185,000 less 
than thev ought to be. A very plain state- 
ment of figures and facts was made up in the 
St. Louis office showing the disastrous effects 
of this law to the postal service, and at the 
same time the matter was fully considered 
by the Congressional committees, copies of 
the St. Louis statement were placed on the 
desk of every Congressman, and when the 
repealing law making the pay of county post- 
masters depend on the flat cancellation in 
their respective offices came up, it went 
through without anv bitch. 

The country postmasters had got their 
work in, however, and the _ repeal 
left a. glut of postage stamps, for 
both cities and country had been flvoded 
when postmasters were interested in sell- 


ing, and when. liberal discounts tempted 
purchasers. Since the new law 
went into effect, there has been 


a rapid increase;,in the _ receipts of the 
larger offices. For example, the revenue at 
the St. Louis office for tne last official year 
under theold Jaw was $465,557,720: for the 
year 1878-79, the receipts were $514,241,19. 
The vear 1879-SO showed the receipts }56,- 
hoio,10. The aggregate for the fiseal vear 
recenty closed i8 $675,679,80, showing that the 
St. Louis office has just recovered after three 
years what should have*been the legitimate 
receipts but for the act of Congress tempt- 
ing the country postmasters to fraud.
